South  Africa  is  abundantly 
blessed  with  mile  after  mile  of 
ruggedly  beautiful  coast  line.  One 
such  segment  of  this  breath- 
taking scenery  is  on  this  month's 
cover  of  the  C.S.M.  The  coastline 
of  Natal  where  this  photograph 
was  taken  is  a  haven,  where  many 
vacationing  South  Africans  come 
to  bask  in  the  tropical  sun  and 
relax  in  the  warm  waters  of  the 
blue  Indian  Ocean.  Often  times 
when  one  mentions  the  sea,  it 
brings  to  mind  many  things.  The 
sea  represents  a  livelihood  to  the 
fisherman,  to  the  sportsman  it 
means  excitement  and  to  the 
average  small  boy  just  the  word 
"sea"  brings  vivid  ideas  of  adven- 
ture and  intrigue. 

When  one  ponders  upon  the 
beauty  of  nature,  one  cannot  help 
but  feel  the  awesome  significance 
of  God's  creations.  Perhaps  the 
individual  who  lives  so  modernly 
fails  to  look  often  enough  at  the 
natural  surroundings  that  cause 
one  to  reflect,  and  to  look  for  the 
slightly  hidden  lesson  that  could 
help  him  build   a  better  life. 

In  watching  the  pounding  surf 
break  against  the  rocks,  one  per- 
ceives a  state  of  unceasing  activity. 
The  surf,  year  in  and  year  out, 
continually  crashes  in  and  then 
ever  so  slowly  recedes,  then  once 
again  waves  pummel  the  shoreline. 
Not  only  once,  but  hundreds  of 
times  a  day  throughout  the  years, 
continually  painting  a  new  series 
of  beauty.  Perchance  we  as  Latter- 
Day  Saints  could  glean  a  slightly 
hidden  lesson  from  this  endless 
display   of   constant   activity. 

It  is  from  this  quality  of  con- 
stant activity  that  those  who  are 
partakers  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ    could     well     benefit.     The 


Saviour  once  said  "He  that  shall 
endure  unto  the  end,  the  same 
shall  be  saved".  In  the  gospel, 
active  effort  is  required  in  all 
that  we  do,  but  effort  is  wasted 
unless  we  persevere  and  use  our 
faculties  until  the  job  is  done.  In 
teaching  a  Sunday  School  Class  or 
in  Mutual  Classes,  it  is  the  fully 
prepared  lesson  that  achieves  the 
objective.  The  Branch  Teaching 
requires  constancy  of  effort  to  see 
it  to  completion  each  month,  and 
it  is  like  that  in  almost  every 
situation  of  our  everyday  living  of 
the  gospel. 

In  doing  anything  it  is  the  one 
who  continually  tries  that  suc- 
ceeds. In  working  out  our  own 
sanation,  it  will  not  be  the  one 
who  makes  the  effort  for  half 
the  time  that  wins  the  race.  Jesus 
set  the  supreme  example,  He  did 
not  relent  until  his  mission  on 
earth  was  completed  and  every- 
thing   was    accomplished. 

The  most  important  lesson  we 
can  learn  then  from  the  pounding 
surf,  is  the  reward  of  persistence 
and  activity.  The  two  actually  go 
hand  in  hand  and  you  cannot 
separate  them.  The  might  of  the 
sea  lies  in  its  boundless  activity 
and  persistence,  the  strength  of 
a  testimony  of  the  gospel,  in  the 
individuals'  industriousness  and 
perseverance.  The  sea  changes  the 
formation  of  large  walls  of  stone 
and  miles  of  sandy  coastline,  like- 
wise the  gospel  changes  the  course 
of  human  lives  to  the  road  of 
exaltation.  Not  much  is  really 
accomplished  by  short  spurts  of 
itermittent  effort,  but  it  is  the 
long  unceasing  flow  of  active 
endeavour  that  brings  the  real  joy 
of  living  the  gospel,  and  the 
Eternal  Results  of  Exaltation.

Dominating 

Animal 

Instincts

IN  an  epistle  which  Paul  sent  by  courier  to  the  Romans,  he  said:  ...  I 
am  ready  to  preach  the  gospel  to  you  that  are  in  Rome  also.  For  I 
am  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of  Christ:  for  it  is  the  power  of  God  unto 
salvation  to  every  one  that  believeth;  to  the  Jew  first,  and  also  to  the 
Greek.  For  therein  is  the  righteousness  of  God  revealed  from  faith  to 
faith:  as  it  is  written,  The  just  shall  live  by  faith.  (Romans  1:  15-17.) 

What  is  the  Gospel?  Why  do  we  have  it?  And  what  is  its  purpose? 
In  the  foregoing  statement,  Paul  says  that  the  Gospel  is  the  "power  of 
God  unto  salvation".  Salvation  from  what?  From  what  does  the  world 
need  to  be  saved? 

PASSIONS  AND  APPETITES 

The  world  needs  to  saved,  first,  from  the  dominating  influence  of 
animal  instincts,  of  passions,  of  appetites.  Is  it  not  true  that  men 
generally  are  still  pretty  close  to  the  animal  world?  What  is  the 
propelling  influence  of  animal  life?  It  is  self-preservation,  the  first  law 
of  nature! 

Animals  fight  for  existence.  They  will  strike  down  any  other  animal 
that  tries  to  take  away  from  them  any  particle  of  food  that  they 
might  have.  You  see  the  struggle  throughout  nature — the  hawk  chasing 
the  robin,  the  magpie  robbing  the  nest  of  the  little  birds.  You  see  it  even 
with  the  blades  of  grass;  in  the  weeds  choking  out  the  profitable  grains 
and  flowers.  In  human  life  you  see  man  taking  advantage  of  his  neigh- 
bour, prompted  by  that  same  law  of  nature. 

In   nations   you   see  the    same   law  in  operation   when   one   nation, 
becoming  overcrowded,  reaches  out  and  takes  possession  of  a  weaker 
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nation,  as  Mussolini  did  some  years  ago  merely  because  he  was  strong 
enough  to  crush  Ethiopia. 

You  see  it  in  the  Communists,  reaching  out  to  take  possession  of  the 
world  and  to  crush  what  they  call  "capitalism".  And,  mark  my  word, 
underneath  the  peace  talks  going  on  there  will  be  dominant  a  desire  for 
world  supremacy. 

The  world  needs  saving  from  the  domination  of  selfishness,  and 
individuals  need  saving  from  that  same  dominance  of  appetites  and 
passions. 

Homes  today  that  are  being  broken  by  divorce  have  at  the  base  of 
their  trouble  the  dominance,  the  enslaving  power  of  individual  passions. 
It  may  be  anger  on  the  part  of  either  husband  or  wife  loosing  his  temper 
because  of  some  insignificant  thing  instead  of  controlling  his  or  her 
passion.  Or  it  may  be  the  dominance  of  the  animal  desire  for  gratifica- 
tion, causing  perhaps  unhappiness  and  misery.  Other  evils  from  which 
men  need  to  be  saved  are  dishonesty,  unchastity,  fault-finding,  spreading 
scandal,  hatred,  etc  .  .  . 

What  is  the  Church  doing  toward  remedying  such  conditions?  There 
are  a  few  simple  rules.  We  may  call  them  simple,  hut  at  the  base  of  those 
principles  lie  the  means  of  subduing  and  conquering  these  animal 
instincts. 

THE  WORD  OF  WISDOM 

Take,  for  example,  the  Word  of  Wisdom.  Basic  in  that  simple, 
though  sublime,  revelation  are  principles  which  apply  directly  to  the 
theme  to  which  I  refer. 

By  indu ging  m  nicotine,  strong  drinks,  or  anything  else  that  creates 
an  appetite  for  itself,  man  may  become  a  slave  to  appetite.  Do  you  want 
to  be  master  of  yourself,  a  free  man,  a  free  woman,  or  do  you  wish  to  be 
a  slave? 

In  nature,  animals  are  dominated  by  the  physical  desire  for  indul- 
gence, of  which  man  should  be  master. 

THE  EVERLASTING  MARRIAGE  COVENANT 

Consider  the  marriage  covenant.  Fundamental  in  the  eternity  of  the 
marriage  covenant  you  will  find  the  principle  of  mastery  over  baser 
instincts.  No  man  who  has  felt  the  spirit  of  the  Gospel  can  violate  his 
covenant  with  impunity.  He  recognises  as  sacred  those  same  ties  in  his 
neighbour's  household,  and  he  does  not  violate  the  sanctity  of  that 
household  by  yielding  to  any  primitive  yearnings. 

Young  men  and  young  women  should  see  something  glorious  in  that. 
There  is  not  a  faithful  young  man  nor  young  woman  in  the  Church  who 
is  not  looking  forward  to  the  building  of  a  happy  home.  Then,  young 
people,  choose  a  mate  who  is  striving  to  save  himself  or  herself  through 
the  power  of  Christ,  the  saving  power  of  the  Gospel,  from  the  dominant 
passion  of  animal  life. 

That  is  just  one  glimpse  of  what  Paul  had  in  mind  when  he  said 
the  Gospel  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation.  He  could  say  that  it  is 
the  power  of  God  unto  happiness,  which  the  Prophet  Joseph  said  is  the 
purpose  of  our  existence  here  on  earth. 

In  the  daily  application  of  conquering  animal  instincts  and  passions, 
remember  this: 

It  is  easy  enough  to  be  virtuous 

When  nothing  tempts  you  to  stray; 

When  without  or  within  no  voice  of  sin 

Is  luring  your  soul  away. 

But  it's  only  a  negative  virtue 

Until  it  is  tried  by  fire; 

And  the  life  that  is  worth  the  honour  of  earth 

Is  the  life  that  resists  desire.* 
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OUR  RELATIONSHIP  TO  GOD 

The  second  thing  trom  which  the  world  needs  to  be  saved  is  ignorance 
of  its  relationship  to  God.  In  their  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  existence  of 
Deity,  many  men  agnostically  say,  "I  don't  know."  Others  bombastically 
say,  "There  is  no  God;  life  came  to  earth  by  chance  and  man  was 
developed  through  evolutionary  processes  of  ten  or  fifteen  millions,  or 
billions  of  years."  Paul,  James,  Cephas,  John,  and  Joseph  Smith,  and  a 
host  of  others  knew,  and  so  have  testified,  that  we  are  sons  and 
daughters  of  our  Father  in  heaven.  He  is  our  God,  and  Jesus  Christ 
came  to  the  world  to  prove  that  great  truth.  From  the  very  beginning 
He  established  our  relationship  with  Deity;  namely,  that  we  are  sons 
and  daughters  of  God. 

Oh,  what  that  truth  means  to  young  people,  particularly,  who,  in 
moments  of  discouragement,  wonder  what  they  are  going  to  do  and  how 
they  are  going  to  live,  to  be  inspired  with  the  idea  that  they  are  truly 
of  divine  origin!  Being  of  divine  heritage,  there  is  no  limit  to  their 
achievement. 

Joseph  Smith,  a  humble  boy,  felt  a  divinity  within  him.  And  that  is 
the  inspiration  which  comes  to  any  young  man  or  young  woman  who 
senses  his  or  her  relationship  to  our  Father  in  heaven. 

The  Church  is  established  to  eradicate  from  the  minds  of  men  and 
women  in  all  the  world  ignorance  of  their  relationship  to  this  Divine 
Being.  Mormonism  declares  that  they  are  sons  and  daughters  of  our 
Father  in  heaven. 

The  Gospel  is  here  to  save  men  from  the  feeling  that  they  are 
nothing,  that  they  have  come  into  being  by  chance.  It  is  our  duty  to 
teach  them  the  divinity  of  the  human  soul  and  its  eternal  nature. 


CHASTITY 

Finally,  the  world  needs  to  be  saved  from  immorality.  God  has 
spoken  and  explained  how  in  youth  men  and  young  women  protect 
themselves  and  grow  through  their  teens  into  young  manhood  and  young 
womanhood  and,  unpolluted,  transmit  to  their  children  a  kingly  birth, 
queenly  attributes.  You  who  have  travelled  through  the  world  know  what 
that  means,  and  you  in  the  Church,  who  have  knelt  at  the  altar  and 
covenanted  to  rear  a  family  in  purity,  know  wherein  lies  the  happiness 
here  in  this  life. 

The  ideals  of  the  Gospel  in  regard  to  living  in  purity  through  your 
teens  are  fundamental  in  character  building,  fundamental  in  establish- 
ing the  virility  of  manhood,  the  crowning  glory  of  young  womanhood, 
the  foundation  of  happiness  in  the  home,  and  the  source  of  perpetuation 
of  the  human  race. 

The  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  touches  the  heart  of  life,  the  very 
existence  of  the  individual,  as  a  member  of  the  home,  and  as  a  citizen 
in  this  great  Republic  or  in  any  other  nation. 

We  shall  proclaim  to  every  individual  and  to  every  nation  the 
Oospel  "  .  ..is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  every  one  that 
believeth;  to  the  Jew  first,  and  also  to  the  Greek.  For  therein  is  the 
righteousness  of  God,  revealed  from  faith  to  faith  ..." 
(Romans  1:  16,  17.)  We  shall  declare  that  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
has  been  restored  by  the  visit  of  our  Father  in  heaven  and  His  Son 
Jesus  Christ  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith;  that  man's  spirit  is  just  as 
eternal  as  is  Christ's,  who  lived  on  this  earth  over  1900  years  ago,  and 
who  came  back  in  this  dispensation,  a  living  Being.

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It  is  not  often  that  parents  and 
young  brothers  follow  the  lead  of 
teenage  daughters,  but  that  is 
what  happened  to  my  husband 
and  myself  and  our  13-year-old 
son,  Peter. 

Our  daughters  Grace,  aged  17, 
and  Ruth,  aged  15,  met  the  mis- 
sionaries when  they  started  giving 
"Softball  lessons"  at  their  school. 
They  were  both  very  much  im- 
pressed with  these  young  men  and 
were  soon  telling  me  that  they 
were  missionaries  of  the  "Mormon 
Church".  Then  Ruth  asked  our 
permission  to  attend  lessons  on 
the  Gospel  which  the  missionaries 
were  giving  for  a  group  of  young 
people.  Well,  my  husband  and  I 
felt  we  must  find  out  what  these 
lessons  were  all  about  as  we  had 
heard  strange  things  about  the 
"Mormons"  in  the  past.  We 
arranged  to  have  the  missionaries 
call  on  us 

We  listened  to  the  first  lesson, 
and  we  found  the  young  men 
delightful  and  sincere.  There  was 
nothing  in  their  teachings  that  we 
could  object  to  so  we  gave  our 
consent  for  Ruth  to  continue  and 
agreed  to  have  the  missionaries 
call  on  us  the  following  week.  We 
were  interested  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  we  told  them  that  we  had  no 
intention  of  changing  from  the 
church  we  had  attended  for  years. 

After  a  few  weeks  we  became 
more  and  more  interested.  Elders 
Orr  and  Larsson  left  and  we  were 
sad  to  see  them  go.  However,  they 
were  replaced  by  Elders  Hull  and 
Nicholls,  who  we  found  equally 
sincere  and  who  also  very  soon 
won  their  way  into  our  hearts. 

Eventually  Ruth  was  baptized 
and  we  felt  then  that  it  was  al- 


rignc  for  youngsters  like  her  but 
not  for  old-timers  like  us  who 
were  so  set  in  our  ways.  Imme- 
diately after  Ruth  was  baptized 
Grace  asked  for  our  permission  to 
be  baptized  the  following  month. 
We  were  pleased  to  give  our  con- 
sent, as  by  this  time  we  had 
attended  services  and  met  some 
members  of  the  church  and  we 
approved  of  everything  we  saw 
and  heard. 

All  through  these  weeks  we  had 
been  having  lessons  and  discus- 
sions with  the  missionaries  and 
had  started  to  live  the  "Word  of 
Wisdom".  Then  one  Sunday  morn- 
ing we  were  chatting  to  Elder  Hull 
outside  the  Chapel  and  he  said: 
"Are  you  going  to  be  baptized 
at  the  end  of  the  month  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Fripp?  You  are  ready  you 
know."  This  took  us  rather  by 
surprise  and  we  immediately  made 
all  sorts  of  excuses  mainly  based 
on  the  fact  that  we  were  moving 
houses  that  week-end  and  it 
wouldn't  be  possible.  However  it 
was  left  in  the  air  and  we  went 
into  the  chapel  for  the  service. 
As  I  sat  waiting  for  the  service  to 
commence  I  remembered  the 
Lord's  parable  of  the  Great  Feast, 
when  those  who  were  invited  made 
many  and  varied  excuses  why  they 
couldn't  come.  I  felt  ashamed.  I 
explained  to  my  husband  later 
and  asked  him  if  he  didn't  think 
we  could  be  baptized  after  all.  He 
gladly  agreed  and  it  was  with 
great  joy  that  we  told  the  mis- 
sionaries of  our  decision. 

Now  our  son  Peter  was  left  and 
he  said  he  felt  that  he  would 
rather   wait   a   while.   The   Elders

careers.  We  only  pray  that  one 
day  our  son  may  grow  up  and 
perhaps  also  go  on  a  mission. 

We  can  only  say  that  this  is  a 
great  and  glorious  gospel  and  it  is 
our  wish  and  prayer  that  more  of 
our  fellow  beings  would  open 
their  hearts  and  minds  to  accept 
it.

When  speaking  of  power  here  on 
Earth  I  am  sure  that  many  people 
think  first  of  great  armies  led  by 
strong  and  courageous  men.  of 
powerful  weapons  or  possibly  of 
the  ever-increasing  power  of  the 
atom  which  has  been  harnessed  by 
man.

To  those  not  familiar  with  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
Day  Saints,  the  Priesthood  is  the 
power  of  God  given  to  man  to  act 
in  His  name.  To  those  in  the 
church  the  Priesthood  commands 
the  greatest  amount  of  honour  and 
respect.

No 
mortal  man  gives  power  to  the 
Priesthood.  Therefore  this  autho- 
rity is  due  our  greatest  respect  and 
honour.  A  good  Latter-Day  Saint 
should  gain  an  understanding  of 
the  Priesthood  and  know  of  its 
functions.  This  not  only  applies  to 
the  male  members  of  the  church  to 
whom  the  power  of  the  Priesthood 
is  delegated,  but  also  the  women 
who  share  in  the  blessings  of  the 
Priesthood. 

This  Divine  Authority  of  God 
will  lead  man  to  Eternal  Life  and 
salvation.

And  their  children  shall  be  baptized  for  the  remission  of  their  sins 
when  eight  years  old,  and  receive  the  laying  on  of  the  hands. 

And  they  shall  teach  their  children  to  pray,  and  walk  uprightly 
before  the  Lord. 

(Doctrine  and  Covenants  68:  25-28 1 

Prom  this  my  Brethern  and  Sisters  it  is  quite  clear  what  we  are 
supposed  to  do,  as  parents.  Letting  your  child  come  to  Primary  on  a 
Wednesday  afternoon,  or  any  other  afternoon  set  aside  for  the  purpose, 
is  giving  him  or  her  the  opportunity  to  learn  something  more  about  the 
gospel  plan. 

Primary  is  a  most  important  auxilary  in  the  Church,  because  the 
child  begins  to  learn  from  the  age  of  four  years.  Between  the  ages  of 
four  and  twelve  years,  a  child  is  most  receptive,  if  we  can  teach  them 
the  principles  of  the  Gospel.  By  trying  to  understand  them  and  their 
little  problems,  we  have  already  helped  a  lot,  also,  to  becoming  good 
Latter-Day  Saints  and  good  citizens. 

In  Primary  we  teach  them  the  Articles  of  Faith,  and  what  they 
mean,  the  Restoration  of  the  Priesthood,  and  the  power  of  it.  The 
children  learn  to  open  and  close  meetings  with  prayer.  The  law  of 
Tithing  is  taught  to  them  and  they  learn  the  reason  for  it.  They 
learn  the  blessings  and  promises  that  are  related  to  the  Word  of  Wisdom. 
To  graduate  from  Primary,  they  learn  the  names  of  the  leaders  of  the 
Church  and  are  able  to  tell  something  about  them. 

The  boys  learn  the  duties  of  the  different  Priesthood  offices  about 
the  sacrament  and  what  it  means.  They  learn  their  duty  to  God,  loyalty 
to  their  country,  as  well  as  being  helpful,  kind,  trustworthy,  friendly, 
courteous,  cheerful,  obedient,  brave,  clean,  and  reverent. 

All  this  instruction  needs  very  careful  planning,  because  one  little 
mistake  or  untruth  about  the  gospel  can  have  a  very  serious  effect  on 
their  minds  in  later  life.  For  this  purpose  the  teachers  have  a  lesson 
each  month  to  help  them  improve  their  teaching  techniques  and  help 
them  catch  the  vision  of  their  callings  in  Primary  work. 

Each  Primary  worker  has  the  opportunity  to  take  the  hand  of  each 
child  and  place  that  little  hand  upon  the  "iron  Rod"  and  plant  their 
feet  firmly  upon  the  path  that  leads  to  happiness  and  eternal  life.  There 
is  only  one  way  to  judge  our  success  in  Primary,  and  that  is  to  determine 
how  well  we  have  helped  each  child  to  live  the  Gospel.  Our  children 
are  in  exactly  the  same  position  as  people  in  the  world  who  have  never 
heard  the  gospel.  Unless  someone  teaches  them  the  gospel,  they  will  not 
be  able  to  obey  it  and  enjoy  the  blessings  that  it  brings.
